pick up and discharge passengers: 


Mr. W. Ray Gordon, President 
Hancock County Chamber of Com- 
merce Bay St. Louis Mississippi 


Dear Mr. Gordon: 


I have received your letter re- 
garding the possibility of having 
the Coast commuter train stop at 
the Michoud plant, traveling both 
east and west, to pick up and dis- 
charge passengers. I regret to say 
that our present commuter trains 
would not accommodate a great 
increase of additional passengers, 
and we could not justify purchas- 
ing new or additional equipment 
to add to these trains. These trains 
constitue a financial burden for 
us. For several years we have 
lost large sums of money on these 
commuter trains, and we are con- 
fronted with a problem of having 
to make some adjustments in this 
service to reduce the losses we 
are now incurring. As an example, 
in 1961, alone, the out-of-pocket 
losses on these trains, Nos. 9 and 
12, amounted to $64,734.00. 

The sad thing about a commuter 
service is that the situation would 
not be alleviated by carrying more 
passengers. The principal reason 
for this is that the commuter 
trains are generally used only in 
the mornings and evenings, usual- 
ly just one round trip per set of 
equipment, and the rest of the 
day the trains and crew stand 
idle, but the cost of the crews 
and maintenance of equipment go 
on and on. Additionally, commuter 
fares are so low that they TIPR 
short of covering the cost of per- 
forming the service, in other words : 
an additional fare doesn't com-| 
pensate for the additional cost 
for additional seats, cars, crews, 
services, etc., therefore the loss 
increases with the service perform- 
ed. 

It had been previously sug- 
gested that we operate a commuter 
train in connection with the Mich- 
oud plant, but upon checking with 
Michoud authorities they reported 
they were not interested in under- 
writing such a train, and further 
that our main line is too far away 
from the plant for passenger ser- 
vice to be used effectively, and 
also that a survey indicated that 
only one employee out of those 
that were contacted in the NASA 
organization had expressed any 
interest in public transportation. 

Under the circumstauces, as our 
present commuter service incurs 
a serious financial loss and as this 
loss would not be materially de- 
creased by additional service, we 
could not agree to attempt to take 
care of the problem with our exist- 
ing service, nor to add additional 
services except on a cost-plus 
basis.

And make sure your jack is in 
good working order. 


3. Find out where your car fuses are lo- 
cated.

And carry 
extra fuses in your glove compartment. 
4. Hide a spare ignition key in your car.

spin again. With each back and forth rock, 
your car should go a little further—until 
you're out of trouble.
